WASIIINOTOX, January 31.—The bill Intro- 


duced by Anderson in tbe bouse for the ad- 
justment of land grants made by congress In 
the aid of construction ot railroads provides 
that the secretary of the Interior shall adjust 
grants to the Leaveuworth, Lawrence * 0»1- 
veston and Atchlson, Topeka A, Santa Fe rail- 
roads upon Hie principles of decisions ren- 
dered by the United States supreme court- If 
upon adjustment It shall be found ttiat lands 
have been certified to companies In exce« of 
amount they are lawfully entitled to theyshall 
be forfeited. If the companies have*old 
lands to which they wera not lawfully 
entitled tbe sales eball be told. Innocent 
porohsssrs. however, have prior right to home- 
at—d or pra-cuiptlon, «nd then shall have the 
right to purchase lands from the government 
to recover from the company tlie amount paid 
It. Upon the same principles of adjustment 
the seen>tary of the Interior-is authorize^to 
adjust giants of l*"d made the Kansis Pa- 
cific, Missouri, Kans«s ATe"" aud St. Joseph 
A Denver City railroads; no more lands to be 
patented to any ot the above roads until the 
grants are adjusted. If any road mentioned 
In the bill Is not completed within the time 
aud upon tbe teiuis of the grant all lands 
granted It which have not been certified or 
patented It shall revert to tbo United States 
and be optued to settlement tbo same as other 
public lands. The secretary Is authorized to 
adjust all giants in aid of construction of 
road" In any other states «tid territories upon 
tbe same teturS and conditions provided by
